Compared to the document ES-U-245083, representing the nearest prior art and 
describing an evaporator device comprising a movable support for the active 
substance, claim 1 as novel feature prescribes a movable support with two 
different housings, thus allowing the use of two different products. The document 
ES-U-256307 describes a device having two housings, but does not mention a 
movable support, so that claim 1 is regarded as non-obvious alternative meeting 
the requirements of Article 33(2) and 33(3) PCT. The industrial applicability is 
evident (Article 33(4) PCT). 
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
